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Beast ‘bailout’ part of Brampton’s “culture of misspending;” councillor

The taxpayer-funded _ bailout 
for a money-losing minor league 
hockey team is symptomatic of 
Brampton Council’s ‘culture of 
misspending,’ says Councillor 
Gurpreet Dhillon. 

He says the only way to change 
the culture is for voters to “bring in 
a new council,” by cleaning house 


in the next municipal election. 


“The Beast decision is part of 
a bigger problem. It’s part of a 
bigger culture of misspending and 
misuse of tax money,” he said. 

“We have councillors under 
police investigation last time, 
councillors who misspend 


money, you got councillors giving 
themselves a raise last time, gave 
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themselves severance pay and 
doubled their pension benefits.” 


A decision to extend a $1.5 
million financial lifeline to the 
Brampton Beast of the East Coast 
Hockey League (ECHL) has an- 
gered some taxpayers who want 
tax relief.

Councillor Gurpreet Dhillon 


The club, partly owned 
by Cary Kaplan has lost 
almost $4-million since 
2013. 


Despite a staff report 
that found the proposed 
sponsorship deal was 
not in the best interests 
of taxpayers, council was 
overwhelmingly in sup- 
port with only Dhillon 
and Mayor Linda Jeffrey 


Dhillon says it indicates 
a pattern of poor spend- 
ing decisions that should 
be addressed in the next 
municipal election. 


“If I’m talking to a resi- 
dent, ‘get people in there 
who you think can make

better decisions’. 


“Vote a person in or vote 
a person out. My sim- 
ple answer is, get a new 
council. If you don’t like 
it, get a new council.” 


Team owners remain 
optimistic about the fu- 
ture and have offered an 
opportunity for fans to 
buy a stake in the fran- 
chise. 

The team sells just over 
half the available tickets, 
but a city staff report sug- 
gests only half of those 
occupied at game-time. 


Dhillon questions 
whether the team will 
ever make money and 
calls the expenditure of 
tax dollars on it a ‘give- 
away’ bringing little value 


to Brampton taxpayers. 


“Their focus is profit. 
They’re trying to use the 
community as a crutch 
in all of this, get money 
to help cut their losses. 
If they do make profit, 
that’s going to them but 
if they take a loss they’re 
looking to the govern- 
ment for a handout.” 
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He went on to say the 
‘bailout’ has set a prece- 
dent for groups coming 
to council looking for 
money. 


“This council gave a 
for-profit group a mil- 
lion and a half bucks. 
What I would say is, it’s 
unfair for those smaller 
groups, those communi-

ty groups who do good 
things for our residents. 
They should come in, 
they should delegate as 
well and say ‘listen if the 
Brampton Beast got it, 
we should it too.” 


Dhillon is planning to 
run for regional coun- 
cil in the next municipal 
election in October 2018. 


Ontario delays action on ballooning debt over a decade: study

Queen’s Park has kicked 
its efforts to cut the prov- 
ince’s record debt down 
the road by more than 
a decade and has no 
clear-headed plan to re- 
duce its swollen red ink, 
says the Fraser Institute. 


The Liberals’ plan to 
deal with the ballooning 
debt burden relies on op- 
timistic and questionable 
assumptions and_ lacks 
a detailed, credible plan 
to achieve it, concludes a 
study by the think tank, 
which advocates for 
smaller government and 
lower taxes. 


While Finance Minister 


Charles Sousa balanced 
the books in his April 
budget for the first time 
in a decade, he forecast 
the debt will rise from 
nearly $312 billion this 
year to $336 billion by 
2019-2020, the most in 
Canadian provincial his- 
tory. 

That’s about $26,000 
for every Ontarian, in- 
cluding the 1.4 million 
residents of Peel Region. 
Interest on the debt will 
jump from $11.4 billion 
to $12.4 billion a year and 
likely much more if inter- 
est rates rise as expected. 


“Wishful thinking alone 
is not enough to get On- 
tario’s public finances 
back on track,” said Ben 


Eisen, director of the Fra- 
ser Institute’s Ontario 
Prosperity Initiative and 
co-author of the advocacy 
study. 


The Ontario government 
aims to cut the province’s 
current 37 per cent debt- 
to-GDP ratio— a measure 
used to evaluate govern- 
ment debt burden as a 
percentage of the econ- 
omy— to 27 per cent by 
2029/30. 


However, Sousa has pro- 
vided no specifics on how 
that will be done. 


“Queen’s Park has 
picked a target date for 
reducing its debt burden 
several years from now 
and is simply hoping, 
somehow, that the moun- 


tain of debt it created 
will start shrinking on its 
own,” said Eisen. 


The Fraser Institute an- 
alyst notes that Sousa’s 
plan relies on robust eco- 
nomic growth for the next 
12 years, with no reces- 
sion in the cards. 


“The inference from the 
government’s current 
plan and timeline for debt 
reduction is that most of 
the heavy lifting of debt 
reduction will come 
from stronger economic 
growth. 


The reliance on improv- 

ing economic growth 
rather than a_ proac- 
tive plan to restrain the 
growth in debt is worry- 
ing.” 


Peel residents worried 
about the flowing red ink 
on the province’s 


books can press their 
MPPs, who are mostly 
Liberals, for a_ specif- 
ic debt reduction plan 
during next June’s pro- 
vincial election cam- 
paign. 

This is also a key issue 
for local politicians in 


Mississauga, Brampton 
and Caledon because a 
ballooning provincial 


debt will eventually force 
an era of austerity on the 
province, leading to 


pressure to raise taxes, 

cut spending and trans- 
fers to local governments 
for transit, social housing 
and other problems. 
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Make Ontario’ s debt bomb an election issue

uring the high tide 

of summer, Peel Re- 

gion residents and 
millions of other Ontarians 
focus on barbecues, the cot- 
tage and frosty drinks by 
the pool or beach. 


Fun immediate things 
are on their minds, not se- 
rious talk about politics or 
the future of public financ- 
es. 


Yet, we're less than a year 
from the next provincial 
election and just over four 
months into fiscal 2017- 
2018, the first balanced On- 
tario budget in a decade. 


Those two things are 
linked in a way because 
a key issue for any future 
provincial government— 
whether Liberal, PC or 
New Democrat— is how to 
stay in balance, keep taxes 
manageable in a compet- 
itive world economy and 


start paying down the $312 
billion debt, the biggest in 
Canadian provincial history. 


These choices will spill 
over to Peel Region as any 
attempts to get the debt off 
our backs will mean more 
spending austerity at all 
levels of government and 
that will trickle down to lo- 
cal authorities like the mu- 
nicipalities of Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon. Any 
way you look at it, things are 
not going to be easy because 
the troubling math must be 
reckoned with. 


In its late April budget, 
the Liberals projected the 
debt will grow to $336 bil- 
lion in 2019-2020 and an- 
nual interest payments will 
rise from the current $11.6 
billion to $12.6 billion a 
year. 


That doesn’t sound like 
much, but $1 billion could 
hire a lot of nurses and doc- 
tors and pay for kilometres 
of new highways instead of 
going to pay bond holders 


and other rich investors who 
financed the province's bor- 
rowing binge. 

Premier Kathleen Wyn- 
ne’s Liberals have not out- 
lined any plans to get the 
mounting debt under con- 
trol, though they aim to low- 
er the debt-to-GDP ratio—a 
widely cited measure of debt 
as a percentage of the size of 
the provincial economy. 


It looks like the Liberals 
will try to keep the budget 
balanced and grow the econ- 
omy over the next several 
years to meet those targets. 


The net-debt-to-GDP ra- 
tio has dropped to 37.5 per 
cent from a high of 40 per 
cent three years ago, but Fi- 
nance Minister Charles Sou- 
sa— the Mississauga MPP 
and former banker who is 
No. 2 in the Wynne cabi- 
net— aims to get it down to 
35 per cent in six years and 
to pre-recession levels of 27 
per cent by 2029-30. 

But Sousa assumes the 
economy will grow smoothly 


over the next decade despite 


an aging population and if 
interest rates stay at historic 
lows, which history tells us 
is unlikely. 


If borrowing costs rise 
by two or three percentage 
points over the next few 
years, that will add billions 
to the annual debt costs and 
put Ontario in the crosshairs 
of a public finance crisis. It 
has happened before. 


The early ’90s recession 
produced massive deficits 
that forced Bob Rae’s NDP 
government to hike taxes, 
cut public sector wages and 
follow other unpopular poli- 
cies to reduce the red ink. 


Two years later, federal 
Finance Minister Paul Mar- 
tin cut transfer payments to 
the provinces by about 30 
per cent to avoid a looming 
Ottawa debt crisis. 


In next June’s election, all 
three major political parties 
must address public con- 
cerns about the debt with 
clear-headed realistic poli- 


cies to pay down our liabili- 
ties. We owe it to future tax- 
payers, our sons, daughters 
and grandchildren who will 
be forced to foot the bills for 
the baby boom generation’s 
financial foolishness. 


There’s no need to be 
alarmist, but all three major 
political parties should get 
ahead if the issue and de- 
vise long-term plans to pay 
down the debt - say by $10 
billion each year over the 
next two decades. 


That would likely en- 
tail modest redirection of 
spending, some belt-tight- 
ening and asset sales as well 
as small, targeted tax hikes. 


Those are acceptable 
measures to avoid a debt 
bomb that could blow up in 
our face, just like it did for 
Greece a few years ago. 


Based on past platforms, 
you could predict the NDP 
would aim to hike taxes 
modestly on corporations 
and the rich, while finding 
some savings in government 


operations and_ sticking 
with the Liberal strategy 
of lowering the debt-to- 
GDP ratio by growing the 
$800-billion-plus Ontario 
economy. 


The Tories, which polls 
show are poised to replace 
Wynne’s Liberals in next 
June’s’ election, would 
likely want to restructure 
the public sector and pri- 
vatize more government 
services to cut spending as 
well as reduce energy costs 
to help companies create 
more jobs. 


There are lots of ways 
to pay down the debt. We 
in Peel and in other parts 
of Ontario must demand 
hard-headed answers 
from our politicians be- 
fore a looming financial 
crisis forces their hand 
and makes the choices far 
tougher.

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Diversity push nets NDP’s Singh a fundraising haul

Brampton’s Jagmeet 
Singh is leading the fund- 
raising parade in his plan 
to become leader of the 
federal ND, showing that 
his efforts to broaden the 
party’s base could be pay- 
ing off. 


Financial reports filed 
last week with Elections 
Canada for the April-June 
quarter show the Brama- 
lea-Gore-Malton MPP 
has raised $353,944 since 
joining the race to replace 
Tom Mulcair in mid-May. 


Northern Ontario MP 


Charlie Angus _ raised 
$123,574, while Man- 
itoba MP Niki Ashton 


raised $70,124 and Que- 
bec MP Guy Caron raised 
$46,970. 


British Columbia MP Pe- 
ter Julian raised $28,673 
before he dropped out of 
the race about a month 
ago, leaving Singh and the 
three other candidates to 
fight it out ahead of the 
October vote. 


The numbers reflect the 


progress of Singh’s cam- 
paign strategy of broad- 
ening the party’s mem- 
bership— especially in the 
Sikh community around 
the GTA and Metro Van- 
couver areas. 


That’s where about 90 
per cent of Canada’s Sikhs 


live, including more than 
125,000 in Peel Region. 


“IT am very proud of what 
our team was able to ac- 
complish in our first six 
weeks of the campaign,” 
said Singh on his cam- 
paign website. “We are 
building the resources to 


grow our party. Our fund- 
raising numbers show 
how the NDP can take on 
the Liberals and Conser- 
vatives in 2019.” 


Singh is a _ Canadi- 
an-born, 38-year old son 
of Sikh immigrants who 
came to Canada from the 


Punjab region of northern 
India. 


He was a trial lawyer 
before being elected to 
the Ontario legislature in 
2011 and is currently the 
provincial party’s deputy 
leader and the first tur- 
ban-wearing Sikh politi- 
cian in Ontario legislature 
history. 


He has run a campaign 
focused on inclusion and 
social and economic jus- 
tice for all Canadians— a 
traditional NDP brand— 
but has come under fire 
from other leadership ri- 
vals for his plan to reform 
seniors’ pensions. 


He has pledged that a 
Singh-led government 
will implement the Cana- 
da Seniors Guarantee that 
would combine a num- 
ber of existing seniors’ 
benefits into a single, in- 
come-tested benefit. This 
includes Old Age Security 
(OAS), the Guaranteed In- 
come Supplement (GIS), 
the Age Credit, and the 
Pension Income Credit. 


By adding the Age Cred- 


it and the Pension In- 
come Credit, Singh says 
it would add $4 billion 
to core benefits provided 
by OAS-GIS. While that 
would help boost pay- 
ments to low and middle 
income seniors, critics say 
it would cut payment to 
riche seniors. 


On his website, Singh 
noted his fundraising 
numbers show he is at- 
tracting new supporters 
for the NDP. 


A cross reference of ad- 
dress, name, and postal 
code with Elections Can- 
ada donor records, show 
that about three quarters 
of Singh’s 1,517 donors 
have never before given to 
Canada’s NDP. 


Civil rights watchdog petitions government 
to drop ‘hate charge’ against Mississauga man

A civil rights watchdog is 
petitioning the Attorney 
General to drop criminal 
action against a Mississau- 
ga man charged with pro- 
moting hatred. 


The online petition, which 
was created by The Ontario 
Civil Liberties Association, 
addresses Yasir Naqvi di- 
rectly in asking him to “re- 
tract your consent for crim- 
inal proceedings against 
Kevin Johnston.” 


Last week, Peel Regional 
Police charged 45-year-old 
Kevin J. Johnston with vio- 
lating section 319 (2) of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, 
the ‘Wilful Promotion of 
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Hatred.’ 


Johnston is suspected of 
posting video material on 
social media sites that pro- 
motes hatred against Mus- 
lims. 


Police conducted a five- 
month investigation into 
Johnston’s activities before 
seeking the attorney gen- 
eral’s consent, which is re- 
quired before police could 
proceed with the charge. 


Attorney General Naqvi’s 
office says the Minister can- 
not comment about a mat- 
ter before the courts. 


The charge drew the ire 
of both the Canadian Civil 
Liberties Association and 
the OCLA, which called the 


police action ‘dangerous.’ 


“The danger is you’d be 
putting somebody in jail 
for no valid reason that is 
recognized in a democratic 
society, and that’s pretty se- 
rious,” said Denis Rancourt 
of the OCLA. 


“Tf the state starts doing 
that, disregards interna- 
tional law, you start putting 
people in jail, you might as 
well not have a democracy,” 
he told the Peel Daily News. 


In its online campaign lit- 
erature, the OCLA states, 
“No one in Canada should 
be jailed or criminally pros- 
ecuted for thoughts, in- 
ferred attitudes or speech, 
in the absence of proven 
intention to have demon-

strably caused actual harm 
to an identified person. Vic- 
timless crimes are antithet- 
ical to democracy.” 


The OCLA is also critical of 
the way the process appears

stacked against an accused 
person. 


“At the Government’s 
whim, the accused is con- 
fronted with the dispro- 
portionate legal resources 


of the Crown, and the in- 
vestigative resources of the 
police— who will typical- 
ly make a home-invasive 
seizure of all storage and 
communication equipment 
and agreements (mobile 
phones, computers, ac- 
count statements, stored 
emails, books, etc.). 


The arrested individual 
must apply for bail release. 
If released from custody, 
bail conditions can include 
a partial or total gag order 
about the proceedings and 
about the impugned ex- 
pression.” 

The CCLA tells the Peel 
Daily News they don’t have 
an “organizational stance 
on the OCLA petition.”

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Neighbours, council cheer as ‘Blue Monster’ being demolished

Brampton’s _ notorious 
“Big Blue Monster” is fi- 
nally going under the 
‘wrecker’s ball’ — and it 
can’t happen fast enough 
for nearby residents. 


“We're glad to see it come 
down, because it’s been 
nothing but a_ hazard,” 
said Charles Bee, an el- 
derly retiree who lives a 
few doors down from the 
house known as monster. 


Bee says 443 Centre St. 
N. has been an eyesore 
for about five years. Since 
then, the former bunga- 
low there became the site 
of a 6,600 sq-ft., half-fin- 
ished ‘monster home’. 


“There have been home- 
less people living in there. 
There have been all sorts 
of animals living there. 
The police came one day 
and found three dogs liv- 
ing there. We're just glad 
to see it come down and 
get rid of it.” 


Bee wasn’t alone in his 
sentiment. Local politi- 
cians have been getting an 
earful ever since the own- 
er of the home, Ahmed 
Elbasiouni, was granted a 
building permit to rede- 
velop the property. 


Since 2013, the commu- 
nity has been trying to get 
the permit revoked, but 
the matter has been mired 
in a legal and bureaucratic 
mess ever since. 


The city and courts or- 
dered Elbasiouni to either 
demolish “Big Blue,” bring 
it in compliance with zon- 
ing bylaws or get approval 
from the committee of ad- 
justments. 


Regional Councillor 
Elaine Moore said what 
every councillor is no 
doubt thinking, “We are 
all relieved that the own- 
er has acted swiftly to 
comply with the court-or- 
dered demolition, signal- 
ling to the city and the 
neighbourhood that much 
welcomed closure on this 
matter has begun.” 


The matter remains a 
legal headache, howev- 
er. Elbasiouni claims he 
complied with the city’s 
size bylaws and accuses 
the city of misleading the 
courts. 


Regardless of who is 
eventually blamed for the 
legal debacle, Bee says 
council ultimately has to 
wear it. 

“They shouldn’t have is- 
sued the permits to start 
with,” he said. “I'll be 
glad when it’s down in the

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Forty million in federal gas 
tax grants flow into Peel coffers

Ottawa is forking over 
nearly $40 million to Peel 
Region communities to 
help pay for roads, bridg- 
es, wastewater plants and 
community centres. 


The federal government 
just delivered the first of 
two grants under 


the federal Gas Tax Fund— 
$21.7 million to Mississau- 
ga, $15.9 

million for Brampton and 
$1.8 million for Caledon. 
The $39.4 million grant is 
part of a broader transfer of 
$782.1 million that will go 
to Ontario cities and towns 
this year to help pay for in- 
frastructure. 


Some of the projects fund- 
ed this year include replac- 
ing streetcars and buses in 
Toronto, upgrading recre- 
ational centres in Bramp- 


ton, buying transit buses 
in Barrie, and major road 
reconstruction in Sault Ste. 
Marie. Other communities 
will use the funding to im- 
prove and repair their local 
roads and bridges, among 
other projects. 


“The Gas Tax Fund bene- 
fits Ontario municipalities 
by allowing local commu- 
nities to decide where and 
how to invest resources for 
their most pressing needs,” 
Ontario Municipal Affairs 


Minister Bill Mauro said in 
a statement. 


The program was first in- 
troduced in 2005 and pro- 
vides more than $2 billion 
each year across Canada for 
municipal infrastructure. 

It helps pay for some proj- 
ects but cities still demand 
more money from provin- 
cial and federal govern- 
ments so they don’t have to 
rely solely on property tax- 
es to fund capital improve- 
ments.

Graffiti prevention and control tips from Peel Regional Police 


People who write graffiti 
see the world as a very dif- 
ferent place from those who 
don’t. 


As uncontrolled _ graffi- 
ti can start a cycle of fear 
and decay, it is important 
that people have a basic 
understanding of graffiti 
and know the best ways to 
control it. 

Tagging vs. writing 

Most graffiti is the work 
of “taggers” and “writ- 
ers”. Taggers engage in the 
most basic forms of graffiti, 
which generally involves a 
personal, stylized (difficult 
to read) signature. Taggers 
are generally motivated to 
get their signature (or tag), 
“up” as many times as pos- 
sible. Tags within Region of 
Peel are seldom gang-relat- 
ed. 


Writers are generally re- 
sponsible for the more ar- 
tistic forms of graffiti. 
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Graffiti writers often work 
in small groups called crews 
and have been known to 
take significant risks for the 
purpose of displaying their 
“art” in highly visible spots. 
Writers can be competitive 
amongst themselves, which 
can result in the prolifera- 
tion of graffiti. 


Why graffiti prevention 
and control is important 


James Q. Wilson and 
George Kelling proposed 
the broken windows theo- 
ry that states: “What really 
made people afraid in cities 
and concerned about their 
welfare was not the crimes 
they saw or heard about, 
but also the physical and 
social signs they saw [...] 
registering a breakdown in 
society”. 

Unauthorized graffiti, 
while often unreported, 
is a criminal offence that 


annually costs taxpayers 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, defaces structures 
and vehicles, results in 
the cancellation of school 
programs when funds are 
spent removing _ graffiti, 
generates fear and leads to 
more serious crime. 


Aside from the obvious 
economic costs and loss 
of social and economic ac-

tivity, undesired and un- 
removed graffiti sends a 
strong message that private 
property is not respected 
and no one really cares. In 
order to correct this per- 
ception, it is vital that graf- 
fiti is cleared from property 
as soon as possible when it 
happens. 


Graffiti is contrary to the 
community’s property

standards by-law, and if 
not removed, may result in 
a visit from your local prop- 
erty standards officer and 
an order issued to remove 
it. 


Graffiti should never be 
confused as an issue of art; 
it is an issue of permission. 


Graffiti prevention 
The best way to prevent 


graffiti is to never let it 
happen. This is best accom- 
plished at the design stage 
by using textured surfac- 
es or limiting the surfaces 
available to write on. 


Where the environment 
has been already built, 
graffiti is best prevented by 
ensuring proper mainte- 
nance and the strategic use 
of plant materials, murals, 
and (where circumstances 
dictate) protective coatings 
over walls. For best results, 
ivy and plant species with 
thorns should be used. 

Avoid large plantings that 
block sightlines around 
windows and doors or cre- 
ate hidden spots next to 
walkways.

According to the Mis- 
sissauga-based Canadian 
Anaphylaxis Initiative, “2.5 
million or 7.5 per cent of 
Canadians report having at 
least one food allergy: ap- 
proximately 105,000 Peel 
residents. Most of those af- 
fected are under 35 years of 
age, with the majority being 
25 years old and younger,” 
said Debbie Bruce, director 
of the Canadian Anaphylax- 
is Initiative. 

Furthermore, 85 per cent 
of reactions happen away 
from home. 


“If you watch kids who 
are allergic, in their every- 
day life, they're always on 
guard,” explained Bruce, an 
advocate for the awareness 
of life-threatening allergies 
for the last 30 years. “They 


always have to be mindful of 
their immediate surround- 
ings.” 

Bruce says that 1 in 13 Ca- 
nadians are affected by a 
food allergy. 


“There is no cure or treat- 
ment for food allergies,” 
said Bruce. “Avoidance is 
our only option.” 


It really makes a difference 
when organizations like the 
Toronto Argonauts step up 
and say ‘How can we help? 


Providing a designated 
suite gives those who do not 
feel comfortable sitting in 
the stands, a better option 
for attending the game. 


The Toronto Argonauts 
believe this is an important 
initiative to bring attention 
to a serious health issue and 
to provide their fans with 
additional options for view- 
ing Argonauts games.

Jays who have provided a 
designated section for a spe- 
cific number of games each 
season for the past 8 years.

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Breath control exercises altering the “link to life

It is strange to think that 
we need to control our 
breath, because the most 
natural thing our body 
does is breathe. 


We could only live a few 
moments if we stopped 
breathing. It is the “link 
to life”. It is also the hard- 
est thing to try and con- 
trol. 


When you start to do 
breathing exercises, it is 
difficult to think of alter- 
ing the “link to life”. 

To think that you would 
want to control breath 
is scary but to control 
breath adds a dimen- 
sion to your meditations. 
There is much written 
about the breath for this 
same reason. 


The taking of a breath 
involves trust. Trust to 
know that you can take 
another breath and to 
keep breathing. 


Here are some simple 
exercises you can do to 
help you start to be able 
to control your breath. 


Count so you can judge 


how long you are taking 
each breath. As you go 
along, increase the count. 


Counting incorporates 
your mind and gives it 
something to do as you 
are breathing. 


Try this, take a complete 
breath, and then take an- 
other, counting as you 
inhale and then exhale. 
The length of the breath 
will usually be longer 
when you count because 
you are measuring your 
breath. 


1. Cleansing Breath: 
Take quick sniffs of air 
while counting from one 
to three. Sniff in one, 
sniff in two, sniff in three, 
and sniff out your breath 
using the same method, 
although you should use 
a count up to four. 


Always exhale 
than you inhale. 


longer 


Be aware of the move- 
ment of your ribs when 
you do this. 


This incorporates your 
mind, and the quick en- 
ergy of the sniffs makes 
your stomach muscles 
and diaphragm work 


harder. 


On the exhale, pull your 
tummy muscles in push- 
ing the air out. Increase 
the count to eight in and 
12 out. 


2. Nostril Breath: Inhale 
a slow nostril breath to a 
count of four, and hold 
at the top. Exhale slow- 
ly to eight and hold at 
the bottom. Hold a lit- 
tle longer at the top and 
bottom each time. At first 


it might be only a short 
time but practice to keep 
it held for longer periods. 


Practice pulling your 
tummy in at the end of 
the exhalation and keep 
the pelvis tucked on the 
hold. 


If you have problems 
with holding your breath 
or stopping your breath 
while sleeping, prac- 
tice this to teach your 
body and mind to begin 
breathing again after a 


short pause. en 
Work on the stop and 
start of this breath, so 
your mind gets used 
to starting your breath 
again easily. Make your- 
self relax into the process. 


3. Sighing Breath: In- 
hale and exhale on a 
deep sigh. Tighten your 
tummy at the end of the 
sigh and make a long sigh 
sound — the longer and 


deeper, the better. 


Let the vibration of the 
sound go deep into your 
lungs. 


4. Tummy Breath: So 
often I have heard about 
dropping the breath 
down to the tummy area 
behind the belly button, 
but I couldn’t figure out 
why that was important. 
An article I read later de- 
scribed the fact that this 
breath is connected to 
the belly button because 
of the umbilical cord. 


The umbilical cord was 
our first exchange of en- 
ergy and our connection 
to all that we needed 
to give us life. Lay your 
hand gently on your belly 
button area and breathe 
softly into this area. 


Another way to do this is 
to touch your forefinger 
and thumb together, and 
place your hands on your 
tummy area with the area 
between your joined fin- 
gers surrounding your 
belly button. 


Lay several minutes 
breathing softly into the 
belly button area
